Em:eTK ov COLD IN FATTENING. 


—A producer of pork in Mubkinguui 
county, Ohio, who htis itwdo tin cxpcri 
ment with hogs, with a viuw to nscer- 
tiiit) how fur cold rcUrds tho ralti ol 
fattening, rnporls tlio following results : 
Carefully weighing the hogs fed, und 
the corn fed to them, and estimating 
pork at 4 cents per pound, he found 
that what ho fed out during tho Qrst 
week in October, returned (in pork) 80 
cents per bushel; tho first week in 
November, UO cents; tho third week, 
40 ; the fmmh week in November and 
tho month of December, 25 ; the first 
half of January, 5 ; tho luut hull', 0.— 
In tho October week of tho experiment 
tho weather was pleasant and warm.— 
It gradually grow colder till the latter 
part of November, irom which tirno it 
remained about stationary till the first 
of Jununry, after which it ran down to 
zero, and bolow in the latter part of tho 
month.
